Prisoners undergoing close confinement receive the usual covering and beddin<* pre- 
scribed by the old prison rules, viz., a rug and a blanket during the winter months, and 
a rug in summer, subject, of course, to the opinion of the medical officer, who visits the 
prisoners under punishment daily. 



In consequence of its being absolutely necessary to obtain the removal of several officers 
. the prisons before the introduction of the new system of convict discipline, it was 
impossi e to carry it out in some of the prisons until September, before which period the 
records are imperfect ; it is believed, however, that the maximum extent of punishments 
nas in all cases been given.
